ranging'that tile committees shall 
take up the discussion of technical 
subjects only. 
These 
committee 


meetings .will be combined until tine 
delegates whose insistence that tht» 
views of their governments shall pre- 
vail brought about the deadlock, have 
received more definite instructions. 
America Is included in thin group for 
the American delegates acting oa In- 
structions from Washington, refused 
particularly to concede anything oa 
the question of continuous voyages. 
This question is regarded as vital by 
the United States, and having made 
concessions to the other powers on 
points regarded by them to be vital, 
she is now looking for a little re- 
jcinrocity but this has not 'been forth- 
I coming. Great Britain ts partly re- 
sponsible for this situation. 


The American delegates continue 
| to maintain reticence, but H has been 
learned that they have held from the 
start that America wa$ 
ready 
to 


make reasonable concessions which, 
did not mean a too great impairment 
of her. interests and which were not; 
wholly in conflict with tier laws and 
policy. With regain! to the deadlock, 
it was suggested today that such a 
condition might toe brought about as 
much by one party as another.

regulated control of the means of pro- 
dncttrm and tbe nete**artes of Ute we 
deprive tbo American* of today and ot 
tbe future of industrial liberty, a right 
ao loss precious aad vital tiian pollt- 
ieal freedom. IndostrliU l«>erty waa a 
fruit of political liberty and in turn 
baa become one of Its chief auppprta, 
aad exactly ao wo state! for political 
dMtOtrnacy ao wo muat staad 
trial democracy. 


The rights to life and liberty are 


fuadaBentaJ, ana, ilk* otber'funda- 
moBtal necessities, when once acquired 
they are Uttlo dwek opon. The right 
to tbe pnnmlt of happiness is the right 
whose pretence or abeence k4 moat 
likely to b* felt IB dally life. ID what. 
over It baa accomplished or failed to 
oceomnltoh tho administration which 
i* Just drawing to a cteoo ha* at least 
aocn clearly tho fundamental need ot 
freedom ot opportunity for every dU- 
*ea- Wo bav* realised that the r'.s 
of every man -to live his own lift, pro- 
vide far hi* family and endeavor, ac- 
cording to bia abilities, to secure f«r 
himself aart for them a fair share of 
tae good thing* of existence should b* 
Mbjeet to one limitation and to BO 
other 
The freedom of the Individual 


•femld b* limited only by tke present 
and future right*, interest* and ueods 
of tke other individuals wbo make up 
tb* community. We should do all in 
our power to develop and protect indi- 
vidual liberty. Individual initiative, but 


bjet't always to to* need of preserv- 


ln< and promoting the general good. 
When necessary tb* private rijrht must 
yield, under dne piwe»» of law and 
with proper compensation, to the wel- 
fare of the t'ommonwealth. Tbe man 
who serves the community greatly 
should be greatly rewarded by the 
coiumunity. Aa there Is great lucqu*!" 
Ity of service, so there mairt be groat 
Inequality ot reward, but no man aud 
no set of men should be allowed to 
play tbe game of competition with 
loaded dice.

Instead 
of permitting toe lands to be convert- 
ed, Illegitimately and under cover, to 
the private benefit of a few. Our for- 
est policy was established so that we 
might use the public forests for the 
permanent public good, Instead of 
merely for temporary private gain. 
Tbe reclamation act, under which tbe 
desert parts of tbe public domain are 
converted to blfber uses for the gen- 
eral benefit, was passed so that more 
Americans might have homes on tbe 
land. 


These policies were enacted into law 


and bare jmtinefl their enactment. 
Other* have failed ao far to reach the 
point of action. Among such la the 
attempt to secure public control of the 
open range and tba* to convert Its 
benefits to the use of the smalt nan, 
wbo is the boweraaker. Instead of al- 
lowing; it to be controlled by a few 
great cattle and sheep owners. 


The enactment of a pare food law 


a recognition of the fact that the 


public welfare outweighs tbe right to 
private gain and that no man may 
poteon the people for bis private 
profit. 
Tbe employers' liability bill 


recognised tbe controlling fact that, 
wuile the employer usually bas at 
atake no more than hi* profit, tbe stake 
of the employee is a living for blmaetf 
and t^a family.
